10. HEUSINCSR mentioned tha controversy of ZIPEEK reports to t he 
BLABK office; howeveTf he related no details except the old bat that DIILZS7 
has repeatedly atated to BLANK tbat prior to the dissemination of reports to 
the latter *8 offioe» UTILITX must have assurance that they will not eventually 
fail into the bands of CAFOIE - an assurance vhloh BLANK thus far has refused 
to grant. 

11. Speaking of CAFOIE, BEDSINCKER stated that, after studying the report 
of Inveetlgatlon on CAPOTE, his recongnendatlon to BLANK was to dlsniss bin 
from office. However, he does not know whether his recommendation was aoeeprfced* 
HEDSIHGER will look into this matter first thing beginning Septendber. 

12. BEUSINtffiR promised to keep tis informed on post eleotlon maaeuvers 
involving DIGROWTH/ZIPIER/feLANK information coming to his attention. 
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
